The ruling 
Turks took care to koep o wide 
rift between Arab and Jew, ond 
a feree rivalry resulted, But 
Ben Gurlon took no part in the 
rivalry. His'dream was of tho 
day when the Jews-could make 
the desert bloom and, with 
thelr new-found strength, foree 
the crumbling Ottoman Empire 
Into a settlement. . 


Ben Gurion worked 
manually, as well as intel- 
Iectually,.to serve his ideal, 
He tolited with-a.band of Rus- 
sian Jews (illing the ground 
of Judea and Galilee, He 
created Palestino’s first trade 
union,

Then, in 1910—when he was 
just 24—he became leader of 
the Zlonist Party and editor of 
Unity, Its journal. Soon after, 

however, he enrolled at Con- 
suuntinople University and 
groduated ag o lawyer just os 
the war clouds gathered across 
-Europe. : 

Convinced that victory for 
Germany and Turkey would 
mean the end of hls Ideal, Ben 
Gurlon became a vociferous 

-@upportor of.the Alcs. The 
Turks threw . him 
Palestine, and he sailed to the 
U,S., where he helped form the 
Jowish Legion, The Legion 
eventuolly joined General 
Allenby and the British Army 
in Palestine, 

Tho victory celebrations had 
hardly begun -in Britain beforo 
the ‘indefatigable Ben Gurion 
was knocking at the doors of 
Lord Balfour and various 
Cobinet Ministers. The result: 
the fomous Balfour declaration, 
which viewed with favour thc 
ertablishment of a state in 
Palestine, Meanwhile, Palestine 
became a British mandate, 

Ben Gurlon_ then threw him- 
self back into his Zionist work. 
In 1920, he became «a member 
of the general council of the 
Zionist Organisation, He be- 
came one of the organisers of 
the Jewish Labour Party and 
Secretary-General of the His- 
tudruth and travelled the world 
recruiting support.

Terrorist 


In 1944, Ben Gurion again 
asked Britain to create a Jewlsh 
state, warning at the same time 
that the flood of iliegal Jowlsh 
_immigrants into Palestine 
would soon provoke a crisis, 


While he negotinted, ter- 
rorist groups formed behind 
his back snd Palestine rocked 
within the grip of civil war. 
Hen Gurilon’n tremendous 
task, fighting the (terrorists at 
homo and the British abroad, 
soon became one of the most 
agile’ tight-rope performances 
in modern history. 

The Jewish lender's position 
was almost untenable. On the 
one hand, if Palestine were to 
be partitioncd, there must be 
equal rights for both Jewa and 
Arabs. On the other, the flood 
of Jewish refugees could not be 
made to see reason. And so long 
as there was no Jewish state, 
he had no means by whlch to 
control the snowballing Jewish 
terrorist element. : ’ 

Finally, in September, 1947, 
Britain © ‘announced. that . tho 
mandate would end in six 
months, solution or not, 

Ben Gurion slaved like a 
madman. Then, on May 14, 
1048, hls Herculean task necom- 
plished just a fow ‘hours before 
the mandate was due to end, he 
proclalm the {nde t 
Stato of Israel. 

But the tug-o’-war for Israc) 
was not over—nor, indeed, is It 
today. Within houry of ihe 
proclamation, the Arab states 
moved troops in ngainst Isracl’a 
makeshift, mainly  ex-terrorist 
army and again” the = struggle 
was on.

Somchow, probably due to 
the utter desperation of Israel's 
Ureg and hungry refugees who 
at last had a haven to defend, 
‘the Jews emerged victorious, 

Ben Gurion’s fight, for the 
brief, moment, was over. In 
November, 1953, he resigned as 
Prime Minister, saying he need- 
ed “eniritual rest.” But, before 
long, he was back in harness, 
struggling to right Isracl’s tot- 
tering cconomy. 

Ben Gurlon’s ideal has male- 
rinlised—through wars and civil 
strife, through iicgal immigrant 
amnies, through smuggled anns, 
through British vacillation. But, 
most of all, through his own
